Herr Gotttauser alias Albert Grant, 

nlirts Biiroii Grant, tliG kiiif^ of J-iritish 
promoters ami tlu! terror of Untisb 
baukers, has just lia'l an action at law, 
which is hkely to nuiU't him iieavily 
in moueybesides bnii,L,'iiii^ liis curoor aa 
a finaucial agout and promoter of coin- 
pauiud to aspi;eily auil ignoiuiiious closf. 
Tho action was brou^lit by our Tixiy- 
cross against All)i.'rt Grant an'l a lirni 
of Clark and Puuoiiard, wliu have for 
^me years, been in close dliauco with 
ijl-rant. Tlie aotioii was Sbased upon 
the 37th section of the couipanioa Act 
of 18G7,and was for knowingly iissuing 
a fraudulent prospectus of the Lisbon 
Tramways Company, to which thu 
plaintiff was induced to subscribe to 
the extent of £700. The fraud alleg- 
ed was the omission from the Com- 
pany's prospectus of two contracts tho 
contents of which it was material to 
the subscribers to know. The plain- 
tiif, as already stated, was a subscrib- 
er to the company, and it is under- 
stood that his example will be follow 
ed by all the subscribers aud t hat 
Grant aud his partners iu the fraud 
will bo compelled to disgorge their 
ill-gotten gains. They tried to settle 
with Trogcross by oflering him £1000 
for his loss of tho £700 subscribed by 
hira, but he had resolved to expose 
the fraud, and the trial proceeded. 

THE DDKE OF SALDANHA. 

In the Spring of 1871 the Duke of 
Saldanha, Portuguese Minister | to 
England, returned from a visit to Lis- 
bon, bringing with him certain con- 
cesn'ons for steam tramways in the 
neighborhood of Lisbon. He was ad- 
vised to go to Albert Grant. Chant 
was pleased with tho project and in- 
troduced the Duke to Clark iS: I'uuch- 
ard, as suitable mi;u to build the 
tramways. Slnjrtly afterward Clark & 
Puuchard sent iu a tender for the 
work, offering to comjjlete the three 
tramwayB,120 miles in all, for the sum 
of £287,600. Three weeks later (on 
the 20th June) they withdi-ew their 
first tender aud substituted a second 
one for £:!i)7,(;oO. On tho Gth of .luly 
a contract was executed Ix.'twcen 
Clark Puuchard aud the Company 
which had been formed under the 
name of 'The J^isbon Sl,eaui Tram- 
ways Company, Limiteil.' Clark it 
Pnnchard undertook tu build 08 miles 
instead of 120 miles, aud with a re- 
duced number of stations. For this 
they wore to receive £309,800, or £22,- 
800 more for 68 miles than their orig- 
inal tender for 120 miles.

£(5000 in cash. No survey had been 
niaih^ of till! line, nud no investigation in- 
to thueost of ImilainK it. Yet; without 
disouBsion, tin- Diri'iMoi s signed tho con- 
tract with Claik A- I'nn.-h ird for .C300.800. 
The next jnovo was to seeuro favoriddn 
notices from the leading papers. Tiie 
jnospeotuB was odvortiBod on the Stb of 
July, and^ae npticod in the financial cid- 
umn of thejiewepapers. The IHmes prnia- 
fditia Sampson's usual ganrded hU' 



flange. The Shindai-d exaggerated thu 
merits oftbe fclienir.

(h-ant at once put tho shares nt r. '•.- )- 
mium of 2'., to 2'^ by frnsh st.lcs. lie 
ctmld buy shares, and if thoy NTent. up 
sell them at a profit; if thoy went down 
ho could pass them over to Clurk I'uu- 
cbard ftt "<"•, '""ing only iLc prcniiuui. 
On the Saturday he bought 280 shares at 
2'4 preniinni, anil contiuued to buy on 
the loth, llth ami V2th, until he iiad'-l'.MKS 
tihares, and had established a jireiuiuin 
and a rush for tlio shares, llo thon sold 
itlO, and snljsequuntly made Clark .t 
I'miehard take the 4C0O shares, leaving 
hut r>i) shares on bis hands.

Chirk it Punchard, without autliority, 
altered the lina and chiimodunil got

der their contract. They had agreod to 
complete the line by the Slat of Decem- 
ber, 1871. In the month of July. ISYM, 
the sulistituted lino was ojioiied, but has 
never paid its working expenses. ^Tlio 
subscribed capital is entirely lust, so far 
as tho stockholders are concerned, thoii^,'li 
they are now likely to recover tho whole 
or a large port of it back, as both Grant 
and Clark are very fpealthy. While Grant 
is writhing under tho loss of money and 
the expose of the tranTway attair, lio is 
sued aud his property attached for .C'iiil,- 
()7C. Tlio Bank Franco-]rlf,',vptieniio of 
Paris loaned that sum to that rotten con- 
cem, tho Atlantic and Great Westorn 
Railway, and they allege that Grant is in- 
debted to the Atlantic and Great Westorn 
in a very liirf,'0 sum; httuoo they have at- 
tached his proiiertv in the city of Ijombm 
under an old <'itj- law. Se-veial iulei'est- 
ing legal ;|ueHtions will In.' hronglit for- 
ward in this case. However it may ter- 
minate. Grant has no s} nii)athy. H(j will 
soon lind Loudon a vcrv warin re.sid(.-iicc.

The letter was mailed tho same 
afternoon, and. if it did Ji(.Jt!go<forwMrd by 
Tuesday's boat the fault was with, the 
Post and not with the Chief CommiBsion- 
er. But why the letter (supposing it to 
have missed the boat on Tuesday) did not 
reach Mr. Bryden till Sunday the 11th, 
or why the mail was allowed to close on 
tho Tuesday evening following without a 
letter being dispatched to tho Chief Com- 
missioner witli the name of tho selected 
"boss" is not Srttisfaotorly explained by 
tho hou. member's illoess. The mail- 
boat returned to Victoria on Wednesday 
the Uth Jnno. On tho day following tho 
Chief Commissioner, finding no commu- 
nioatioa from Mr. Bryden, and knowing 
that the work admitted of no further 
delay, appointed Mr. Tierney road- 
boss" for Nanaimo. Tliis statement can be 
verified by an inspection of the books of 
the Lands Sc Works Department. Al- 
though Mr. Bryden is not a supporter of 
the Government, and has no claims on 
them for patronage, tho Cliief Conunis- 
sioner waited ten days for his answer; and 
only when the case was considered urgent 
was the appointment made. Tho state- 
ment that Mr. Tierney was sent for on 
"Wednesday the l-tth inst.is nntruo;and he 
■was not appointed until Thursday, when 
it was ascertained that Mr. Bryden had 
not replied to the application of the Chief 
Commissioner. The Free Press will 
readily see that to have waited for another 
mail from Nanaimo would have involved 
n loss of at least ten days' precious time 
in the corameneoiueiit of Nanaimo road- 
work, which we do not think tbe Goveru- 
nlent would have been justified in incur- 
ring.

Senator Mid lomdd who was warmly re- 
ceived said that it would now hi" for tho 
meeting to decide whether a piiblio re- 
caption should bo tendered bis Exoelleii- 
cy, and to arrive at an ex])resHiou of those 
present he took fjreat pleasure in moving 
mat a i-ee-eptleli he given (cheers.) .No 
more illustrious guest or sincere friend nf 
the Pi-civineo could jiossibly lie rcccnc.l 
and he was sure that his Excellency would 
do everything to secure friendly relations 
between British Columbians and the Do- 
minion.

The motion was then pnt and carried 
unanimously amid loud apjilanso. 

Mr. Sproat iu moving tho resolution for 
a general committee, said he v^as sure it 
would meet with approval. LiordDuirer- 
in was the first Governor-General who 
had ever had an opportunity of visiting 
this i)art of the world, and on this acc(juiit 
alone his presence amongst us would have 
some historic sitciiilicance. Buthowould 
be neist heartily received for broader 
and more substantial reasons. First and 
foremost, he woukl come here simply as 
tlio ropresentativo of Her Majesty the 
Queen.

Lo.NDON, .Tulv 8.— There is a growing 
fear hero that ftussia is stimulating tho 
war on the Danube and intends at tho 
liroper time to enter the conflict to grati- 
fy jiopular Bvmpathics with tlioir Sclavon- 
ic brethren, and also to wipe out tliair 
Crimean defeat by seizing Constantinople.
